“ E u ro p e is in p. chaotic sta te 
another 
war 
is 
coming 
soon 
America must keep out a n d keep 
her h a n d s clean, she m u s t not 
become rich on the bloodshed of 
men” was the message of Count 
Tolstoy, son of the great R u ssian 
philosopher Leo Tolstoy, 
in 
an 
interview 
here. 
He 
continued, 
“ If America had not 
furnished 
am m unition and supplies to th e 
warring Rations tho last 
g re a t 
conflict would have been m uch 
less terrible and millions of young 
men would be living today. 
“ W a r is terrible, the most t e r ­ 
rible th in g known to m a n , it is 
naught 
but 
organized 
m u rd e r. 
Such a th in g may be b e t te r ex­ 
pected from savages; 
b u t 
men 
who profess 
to 
follow 
Christ 
should not be the ones to break 
his laws to the greatest extent.

“ T h e year before the revolu 
tion in Russia the Duma passed

them but are unable, owing to 
the disorganized state into which 
they hav e plunged the country.

Now 85 per cent of 
it is back in private control. Tie

Each 
com m une consists of 3o persons 
anil they own everyth in g in com­ 
mon.
